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and moved North to the Kastorla area on August 12, No pn their In- 
filtration has been received to date# 

b# CS Activities 

No specific operations mounted but all interrogations concentrate 
on detecting Cl agents. 

c. Future operations in planning stage - recruitment and training program 

(1) Lemon Tree Team will be trained and infiltrated if Headquarters 
determines if this team is to be mounted this season and personnel are 
forthcoming. 

(2) GASH is being held for possible use in Northern Albania with other 
agents whose clearances have been requested. However, due to Jugoslav 
intranaigeance an overland infiltration via Jugoslavia will not be made* 
Other means of establishing this team are under consideration, 

(3) The w/T prograto is progressing on schedule. As some trained 
operators are available and will not be assigned to operational teams we 
are considering using their technical skills in other ways. 

(4) AIBICE is awaiting placement on a Greek merchant ship that is 
scheduled to call on Albanian ports. 

d. Inactive operations 

Willow Tree Team is presently inactive. Future infiltration depends 
upon results of Fig Tree, 

e. Terminated operations 
None 

f. Conclusions 

Although the project suffered a very serious loss in the early part 
of the season, BGFIEND has been able to continue with its infiltration program 
and one of its teams has demonstrated its continued capability to operate 
effectively in Albania.

This 
new personnel will not be assigned to any definite positions until they undergo cu*. 
orientation and training program which is to commence shortly.
